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PREFACE. 



If one may judge by the contents of his third protocol book, it is 
probable that William Hegait ceased to be town-clerk about the end of 
the year 1568. After the passing of the Act of Parliament, 1567, c. 34, 
no sasine could be validly given in burgage property except by "ane of 
the baillies of the burgh and the common clerk thairof." Hegait continued 
to officiate in such procedure till November in the following year; but 
from that time his book consists principally of a record of transactions 
connected with landward estates, some of them as far distant as the shires 
of Wigtown and Argyle. With three exceptions (Nos. 1008-9 and 1042) it 
contains no protocol relating to property in Glasgow. 

It is believed that the writer of these three volumes of protocols now 
concluded, was the William Hegait who got into disfavour with Queen Mary 
for circulating rumours regarding the variances between Darnley and her. 
The circumstances are narrated in a letter by the Queen to the archbishop of 
Glasgow, written a few weeks previous to the Kirk of Field tragedy. The 
passages in the letter relating to Hegait are reproduced in Appendix No. lY. 

In Appendix No. I. abstracts are given of the protocols of Michael 
Fleming, a Glasgow notary, whose book, as mentioned in the preface to 
last volume, is preserved in the General Register House at Edinburgh. 
Fleming has not been identified as a town-clerk of Glasgow, but, seeing 
that the proceedings recorded by him relate almost exclusively to Glasgow 
properties and affairs, the propriety of including them in the present series 
is obvious. The last of these protocols is ten years earlier in date than 
the oldest protocol book preserved in Glasgow. Michael Huchissone was 
"commone clerk'' in 1539 (Appendix HI.), but no book of his is extant

The editor has to express his acknowledgments to Mr. J. Maitland 
Thomson, Curator of the Historical Department^ for the facilities afforded 
by him while Fleming's protocol book was being used in the Begister 
House. The abstracts have been made by the Rev. Walter M*Leod, Edinburgh. 

Notaries usually wrote their protocol books in the Latin language. 
Forming an exception to this rule, Fleming's protocols are almost wholly 
in the vernacular, a peculiarity of special interest which has rendered a 
glossary desirable, and one has accordingly been appended. 

In the next volume of the series, the second of this year's issue, 
abstracts will be given of Henry Gibson's protocols, beginning in 1555.

William Hegait's third and last book terminates 
with this unfinished protocol, one leaf or more being 
wanting. Apparently the section of which the missing 
leaf or leaves formed part had originally consisted of at 
least seven folded sheets, or fourteen leaves, of which 
the outer and inner folded sheets have now disappeared, 
accounting for the gaps here and at protocols 1021 and 
1083. The leaves of the MS. volume had not been 
numbered subsequent to folio 54 (though that has now 
been done in pencil to facilitate reference in the present 
print), and consequently the extent of loss is not 
definitely known. 

At the end of the book two leaves have been left, on 
which no protocols were written. The first page of these 
leaves is left entirely blank. At the top of page second 
the form of the notary's Latiu docquet (same as printed 
in vol. i. p. xviii, but with the addition of "agerentur" 
after "dicerentur") is given. Translated, the docquet 
reads thus: "And I, William Hegait, clerk of the 
diocese of Glasgow, notaiy public, formerly by apostolic 
authority, and now admitted by the lords of council, 
conform to the tenor of an act of parliament ; because 
I was present with the witnesses above written, while 
these things were being said, performed, and done as 
aforesaid, therefore I have subscribed and signed this 
present instrument, written with my hand, in faith and 
testimony of the premises." The remainder of page 
second, as well as the last leaf and a leaf at the beginning 
■of the book are scribbled over with mottoes, phrases, 
and other miscellaneous scraps. The principal of these 
jottings may be noted: "Vincit Veritas"— truth over- 
comes.

of his decease, on account of which, as he offered to prove, the said Allan

Heriot, Robart Heriot, his brothyr; and falyand of 
Robart, Gylbart Heriot, his brodyr; rentellit in the 
landis abuyne wrytin, ilk ane to bruk eftyr uthir" (7^. 

It was no doubt in consequence of this 
substituted succession that Allan's widow was deprived 
of her liferent The result of the litigation is not 
recorded, but as the widow's name does not appear in 
the Rental Book, it may be assumed that the decision 
was adverse to her claims.

Subsequent transmissions can be traced in the Rental 
Book, and, eventually, the right was converted into a 
feu holding under a charter granted by James Boyd, 
archbishop of Glasgow, to James Fowlis of Colingtoun, 
and Agnes Heriot, his spouse, dated 10 Deoember, 1680; 
confirmed by crown charter, 19 November, 1682 (Reg. 
Mag. Sig. V. No. 466). Gardarroch is situated about five 
miles to the north-east of Glasgow Cross. Rammishoren 
is mentioned as a possession of the see of GUsgow as 
early as the year 1241 (Reg. Glaeg. p. 147, No. 180). 
Though situated within the ancient royalty, Ramshom 
ceased to be bui^age property in consequence of the feu 
charter, and when the property came into the market, 
in 1696, it was acquired by the town council, in conjunc- 
tion with Hutchesons' Hospital, to prevent any outsider 
purchasing and improving it to the prejudice of the 
burgh. The lands, now forming the site of George 
Square and adjacent streets, were disposed of in building 
lots about the end of last century.

iFrom the 13th century onwards the records contain 
many allosions to disputes and arrangements between 
QIaflgow and Dumbarton regarding merchandice arriv- 
ing in the Clyde. (See Glasgow Charters, pt ii. pp. 14, 
17, 64, 71, 146). In 1690, it was agreed that goods 
arriving in ships should be purchased by commissioners 
appointed by each burgh, and that the profits should be 
equally divided between the two communities (76. p. 

It is not unlikely that a somewhat similar 
arrangement subsisted in 1631 though the record of it 
has not been preserved. Renfrew had also its contro- 
versies with Dumbarton about the Clyde navigation; 



and at a conference on the subject, held in 1524, the 
former burgh complained that "the balyes and burgessis 
ofDunbertane . . . had maid ane band and confedera- 
tione with the citie of Glasgw without thair leif" 
(Trving's Hist of Dumbartonshire (1867) p. 166). The 
bond here referred to would, it is supposed, be the

Instrument of Sasine in favour of Sir Thomas Flemyng, vicar 
pensioner of glasgow in the burgh, and his successors, in a 

TENEMENT AND ORCHARD IN THE StABYLL GREYNE, CONTAINING FOUNDA- 
TION BY Sir Mark Jamieson of certain Masses and Eeugious 
Services. Glasgow, 5 November, 1539. 

[In the name of God. Amen. By this present public instrument, be 
it evidently patent and known, to all that on the 5th day of November, 
in the year of the Incarnation of our Lord, 1539, the 13th indiction, and 
6th year of the pontificate of the most holy father in Christ and our Lord, 
lord Paul the Third, by divine providence. Pope: In presence of us notaries 
public and witnesses underwritten, personally appeared a discreet man, Sir 
Andrew Crystesoun, chaplain, vested, in name of the church and of the 
blessed Virgin Mary in the crypt (bassa) of the metropolitan church of Glasgow, 
in state and sasine of the fee of a tenement, with yard and pertinents, 
lying within the city of Glasgow, in the Stabyll Greyne, leading from the 
public way (publica via), at the head of the said city to the two crosses, 
commonly called the Ttca CrociSy on the east side of the common street 
(communis vici) of the said city, between the lands or tenements of the palace 
of the most reverend father the archbishop of Glasgow on the south, the 
yards of the vicars of the choir of Glasgow on the east and north, and 
the common street (commune vicum) on the west parts, as to us notaries public 
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clearly appeared and appears, and be came to the said tenement^ lying as 
aforesaid, and there, in name of the church and of the blessed Virgin Mary 
as aforesaid, with express consent and assent of Sir Mark Jamesoune, liferenter 
{usufructuarii) of the said tenement and yard, with the pertinents, resigned, 
overgave, and likewise for ever upgave and demitted state and sasine 
of the fee of the said tenement, with yard and pertinents, in the bands 
of George Elphynstoun, one of the bailies of the city of Glasgow, by 
delivery of earth and stone; and that for implement, observance and satisfaction 
of the premises aftermentioned, as follows in the common language, — ^in 
favour of Sir Thomas Flemyng, vicar pensioner of Glasgow in the burgh

personally appearing and consenting, for him and his said successors, to 
implement, observe and satisfy, and cause to implement, observe and satisfy, 
the underwritten things following in the common language, to be duly 
implemented and observed, according to the tenor and form of the common 
schedule underwritten, appointed by the said Sir Mark Jameson, liferenter 
of the said tenement and yard, with the pertinents; and the sums therein 
contained to be paid furth of the fruits, ferms, and profits of the 
said tenement and yard, with the pertinents, by those having interest 
yearly and termly, as in the said common schedule is provided. Which 
things so done, and by observance, implement and satisfaction of the premises 
following, in the common language, performed by the said Sir Thomas 
and his successors, vicars pensioners, in manner and form as aforesaid, the 
said bailie at the will of the said Sir Andrew and Sir Mark, and by 
virtue of his office, by delivery of earth and stone, surrendered, gave and 
delivered to the said Sir Thomas, vicar pensioner of Glasgow in the burgh, 
state and sasine, also real, actual and corporal possession of the said tenement 
and yard, with the pertinents, and also gave investiture to him for ever in name 
of the church, and for observance, implement and satisfaction of the things 
in the common language underwritten. Reserving, nevertheless, the frank 
tenement and liferent (liberum tenementum ei usumfruduum) of the said tenement 
and yard, with the pertinents, to the said Sir Mark for his whole lifetime 
allenarly.

will the suffrage in die Sanctorum Cosmi et Damiani be alanerlie pretermittit 
yeirlie ay and quhyll the saidis malis and profettis may perfurneis and 
susteyne the haill suffragis. And geif the fermes, profettis and malis of 
the saidis tenement and yard, be sycht of the said procuratoris fischallis 
and the laif of the vicarris of the queir, may perfumeis and susteyne the 
said suffrage to be done in festo Sanctorum Cosmi et Damiani yeirlie, als 
Weill as the laif, or quhat yeir the saidis malis and profettis may susteyne 
the said suffrage, I will in festo Sanctorum Cosmi et Damiani the suffrage be 
als Weill done in maner foirsaid as the laif abone ^vrityng. 
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[Upon which, all and sundry the premises, the said Sirs Thomas and 
Mark, on either side, asked from us notaries public underwritten a public 
instrument or public instruments to be made to them. These things were 
done upon the ground of the said tenement, about the ninth hour before 
noon, in the year and on the day, month, indiction and pontificate above 
mentioned. Present there, provident men, Sirs Robert Salmond, David 
Kyrkland, John Keyne, William Wykyne, priests, William Donaldsoun, 
Robert Bume, and Alexander Sanquhyr, laics, witnesses to the premises 
called and required.^ 



iTowardB the end of James the Fifth's reign, endow> 
mente for the celebration of maooee were beooming rare. 
The arrangements embodied in the foregoing uistrument 
were made in Implement of directions previously given 
by John Panter, who is probably to be identified with 
the person of that name who got an appointment in 
the ohoir of the cathedral so early as the year 1507 
(Protocol No. 817 in Diocesan RegistersX But even this 
"foundation," which was only to come into operation 
after the founder's death, was destined to be futile, as 
is shown by the documents which, along with the 
instrument itself, were delivered by Marie Jamesoun to 
the town council of Glasgow on 18 July, 1590 (Olasg. 
Rec. i. p. 166X In the year 1556 the Stablegreen 
property, forming the endowment, was set in feu to 
David RoUok of Kyucladie for payment of £8 yearly, 
whereof £6 were to be distributed in terms of the 
"foundation " (Olasg. Chart, pt. L, p. 22 ; Abstract No. 
S40). Consequent on the Reformation, and the prohIbi> 
tlons Imposed by the legislature, it would not have been 
lawful to apply the £6 as directed by the "auld 
fundatioun ;" and, therefore, other arrangements were 
made by a charter, dated 26 March, 1567, in which the 
founder Is designated "Sir Mark Jamesoun, vicar of the 
pcurish church of Kllsplndie, in the diocese of St. 
Andrews, and testunentary executor of John Paniter, 
preceptor of the song school of the metropolitan church 
of Glasgow." After referring to the "foundation" of 
1538 the charter narrates that the churches, monasteries, 
and chapels of this realm of Scotland have, in this tur- 
bulent time, been overturned and destroyed, and become 
destitute in the celebration of masses and divine services, 
and that the "foundations" in the same have almost 
perished, and the fruits annually coming from said 
foundations have been converted into profane use& In 
sach dronmstances Sir Mark directed that of the £5 the 
fore almshouse of St. Nicholas Hospital shoukl receive 
£8, the back almshouse £1, and the Leper Hospital £1. 
But all this was to be done only after his liferent right 



had ceased, and it was specially provided "that If the 
Scottish Church shall come to its former state, and the 
solemnisation of masses and suffrages in manner used of 
old shall be celebrated therein, then the present gift, 
grant and assignation of the said annualrent of £5 to 
the said poor and leper meu shall become null, quashed 
and invalid, and the former foundation shall receive 
effect in all respects and be duly Implemented. Also, I 
will and ordain that in case the Scottish Church shall 
not come to its former state, and divine services shall 
not be celebrated therein, then the foresaid poor and 
leper men shall pray for my soul, and for the foresaid 
souls, when they pray for their founders and benefactors." 
By a separate document, dated two days after the 
charter, David Rollok bound himself and his successors, 
"possessourls of ane orchart and certane tenementis 
pertenyng to me in few and heritage, lyand outwith the 
North Port of the cietie of Glasgu in the SUbill Grene, 
havand the yard and paleoe of the archibischop of 
Glasgu on the south part, the commone streit on the 
west and the 3rardis of the vicaris of the queir of Glasgu 
on the east and north partis,— to ane discrete man, Sir 
Marc Jamesons, vlcare of Kllspyndie, fnndatour of ane 
fundatione midd be him at the command of wmquhile 
Johne Paniter, sculemaister of the sang scule of the kirk 
of Glasgw,— to content and pay ane aanuall rentt of five 
pundis, gude and usuale money of Scotland, yerelie 
... to the pure men of the hospitall of St Nicholais 
of the cietie of Glasgw, and to the Upper men of the 
said towns duelland at the south part of the brig 
tluurof." The contingency of the endowment yet 
reverting to its original purpose was provided for by 
the stipulation that the paj-ments should be made to the 
hospitals only "in cais the kirk of Scotland be nooht 
restorit to the libertie and privilegeis that it had 
afore," and "gif I and myne airis be nocht constrenzeit 
to pay the said soume conforme to the first fundatioune.** 
Among the documents relating to the foundation 
there is a notarial instrument, dated 28 February, 1681-2, 
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And I, John Morisoun, priest of the diocese of Glasgow, notary public 
by sacred apostolic authority; because I was personally present with the 
before named witnesses, while all and sundry the premises were said, 
performed and done, and I took a note of all and sundry so done, 
understood, seen, and heard, from which I have made and reduced in this 
public form this present public instrument, faithfully written with the hand of 
another, and have signed and subscribed with my sign, name, surname, and 



DAicrating that "Mark Jamesoun, vicar of Kilspindy/' 
appeared in presence of the notary and witnesses, and 
"declarit that he, followand the gud will and mynd of 
amquhiie his mother brother, Johne Panter, sumtyme 
maister of the sang schole and organist to the qaeir of 
Glasgw, hes dotit, gevin, and foundit five pundes money 
of annuelrent yeirlie . . . to be gevin and distributit 
in all tymes cumyng as followis, that is to saye, tbre 
pundes money thairof to the tuelf pwir men in the foir 
almoushous of Glasgw, foundit be umquhile bischop 
Andro Muirheid, bischop of Glasgw; tuenty schillingis 
to the foure pwir men in the hockhous of the said 
almonshous, and tuenty schilling to the lipper folk 
beyond the brig, as the said fundatione and evidentis 
maid thairupoun (quhilk ar put for sure keiping in the 
oommoun kist of the towne of Gla^w) at mair lenth 
proportis ; and to the effect that the said five pwndes 
money suld yeirlie be uptane and uplif tit and distributit 
to the pwir as said is, the said Mark haveand confidence 
that the maister of the said almoushous and the court 
clerk of the towne of Glasgw suld be men of honestie 
and gud conscience, thairfor hes maid and creat ttiame 
to be coUectouris and uptakeris of the said five pundis 
money yeirlie, and to distribute the samyng in maner 
foirsaid, quhais conscience he burdennis as %hai will 
ausuer to God gif thai be negligent in doyng thairof ; 
quhilk maister of the said hospitale and towne clerk of 
Glasgw, heirefter specifeit, [t.0., Bartilmo Symsoun, 
maister of the almoushous, and Mr. Henry Gibsone. 
court clerk of the towne of Glasgow], beyng personalie 
present, aoceptit the said office upone thame and band 
and obleist thame and thair suooessouris thankfullie 
thairto. And for thair labouris and travellis has 
appoyntit to thame fourtene schillingis money yeirlie, 
viz., to ilk ane of thame sevin schillingis," being an 
annualrent payable from a property in the Trongait. 

The Stablegreen property was confirmed to Alexander 
Ogilvie, residing in Leith, by crown charter, dated 14 
July, 162fi, and there the sum of £5 is stiU sUted to be 
payable conform to Sir Mark Jamesoun's second founda- 
tion (Beg. Mag. SIg. viii. No. 828). Ogilvie thereafter 



resigned the property in favour of James Elphingstoun, 
of Wodesyde, and his spouse, and they got a crown 
charter of confirmation on 28 October, 1025 (lb. No. 
886; Glas. Chart, pt i., p. 73, Abstract, Nos. 529, 531). 
In an old but undated rental of St. Nicholas Hospital 
there occurs the entry—" James Elphinstoune of Wood- 
side, for his lands outwith the port, at the back of the 
casUe, £6 Ids. 4d.,'' being the equivalent of 10 merks 
How the rental or feuduty came to be augmented has 
not been ascertained. 

At the present day the corporation of Glasgow, as 
owners of tiuit part of St Mungo's burying ground, 
situated between the Asylum for the Blind and the 
Boyal Infirmary, pay a fenduty to St Nicholas Hospital 
which, though now of larger amount, is probably in 
continuation of the money payable under Sir Mark 
Jamesoun's foundation. In the title deeds of the 
burying ground the original piece, of which it forms a 
part, vrw held of the preceptor of St Nicholas Hospital 
for payment of a yearly feuduty of ten merks, and was 
described as lying near the Stablegreen Port, bounded 
on the south by the yards sometime belonging to the 
archbishop of Glasgow, afterwards to the King, and 
by the yards belonging to the earl of Wigtown, and on the 
west by the high road entering the Stable Green Port 
This ground, called Spring Gardens, was acquired for 
the purpose of a town's hospital in 1817 (to be substituted 
for the old hospital in Clyde Street, then proposed to be 
removed), but was subsequently transferred to trustees 
for the erection of the Asylum for the Blind. The 
asylum trustees, in 1833, sold to the corporation of 
Glasgow 7658 square yards as burying ground, and of 
the latter portion more than the half, viz., 4478 square 
yards, was purchased by the Royal Infirmary trustees in 
1860. 

The reference (pp 117, 119) to vicars in burgo and 
in rure indicates that in pre-Beformation times there 
existed an arrangement similar to that introduced 
when, for ecclesiastical purposes, the landward district, 
now known as the Barony Parish, was disJ<Hned from 
the urban or burghal territory.

With the quhilk 
he being pressit, nominat William Hiegait in Glasquo, alsua your servand,' 
for his cheif author, quha, he said, had communicat the mater to him, as 
apperyt, of mynd to gratefie us; sayand to Waloar, gif I had the moyen 
and crydet with the Quenis Majestic that ze have I wald not omitt to mak 
hir previe of sic purpossis and bruitis that passis in the cuntrie. Heigait
